»  improvements  of  property,  as  stated   in  detail   by  the  General 
Manager,  the  sum  of  $63,661.77. 

The  roadway  is  now  in  excellent  order,  it  having  been  well 
ditched^  overhauled,  ballasted  where  necessary  during  the  sum- 
mer, and  the  bridges  are  all  in  good  condition. 

With  but  two  exceptions,  the  passenger  and  freight  stations 
are  in  good  order.  Fair  progress  has  been  made  upon  the  Union 
Station  at  Raleigh,  which  when  completed  will  be  both  conven- 
ient and  attractive.  The  Company's  machinery  and  cars  have 
been  well  maintained  and  are  generally  in  first-class  condition. 

The  only  serious  loss  incurred  during  the  year  was  the  burn- 
ing of  the  engine-house  at  Raleigh.  By  this  fire  the  Company 
incurred  a  loss  of  $18,724.70  in  damage  to  engine-house  and 
to  engines. 

The  Georgia,  Carolina  &  Northern  Railway  was  opened  for 
traffic  to  Elberton,  Ga.,  a  distance  of  165  miles  from  Monroe, 
on  May  the  10th,  1891,  and  to  Athens,  Ga.,  a  distance  of  200 
miles,  on  September  1st,  1891.  Work  is  being  pushed  rapidly 
and  track  has  been  laid  to  the  Appalatchie  River,  40  miles  from 
Atlanta.  It  is  hoped  that  the  road  will  be  completed  to  Atlanta 
by  the  first  of  the  year. 

The  General  Manager's  report,  herewith  submitted,  and  the 
Treasurer's  statements  will  give  stockholders  in  detail  all  infor- 
mation as  to  the  affairs  of  the  Company.

The  roadway  is  now  in  good  condition  ;  no  expense  has  been 
spared  to  put  it  so,  the  road  department  having  been  supplied 
with  all  the  trains  and  forces  necessary  to  put  the  track  in  first- 
class  condition.  There  has  been  hauled  out  and  placed  in  track 
such  gravel  as  could  be  found  on  the  right  of  way  near  Weldon, 
and  if  gravel  can  be  found  outside  the  right  of  way  it  will  be 
bought  and  put  in  track  at  once.  I  hope  at  no  distant  day  that 
this  road  will  resume  the  rock  ballasting,  and  carry  it  on  until 
the  whole  road  is  ballasted. 

The  bridges  and  culverts  are  all  in  good  repair.  The  passenger 
buildings  and  warehouses  have  all  been  kept  in  good  repair 
except  those  at  Macon  and  Littleton.  New  20,000-gallon  water- 
tanks  have  been  erected  at  Macon  and  Forest ville.  New  50,000- 
gallon  water-tanks  have  been  built  at  Kittrell  and  Summit,  both 
having  Worthington  pumps  to  supply  them.  There  has  also 
been  erected  at  Weldon  a  60,000-gallon  tank,  owned  jointly 
with  the  Seaboard  &  Roanoke  Railroad  Company.     This  tank 
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is  supplied  with  water  from  Chockayotte  Creek  by  a  Worthing- 
ton  pump.  This  will  give  an  abundant  supply  of  water,  which 
has  long  been  much  needed  at  Weldon. 

There  has  been  a  new  station  established  between  Neuse  and 
Forestville,  named  Wyatt ;  a  small,  cheap  warehouse  and  side- 
track have  been  built  there;  it  is  an  experiment,  but  it  is  believed 
it  will  pay.  Two  coal  chutes  have  been  built  at  Raleigh  for  the 
accomodation  of  the  patrons  of  the  road. 

At  Johnson  Street,  Raleigh,  a  building  has  been  erected  for 
the  officers  of  Train  Master,  Dispatchers,  Superintendent  of 
Telegraph  and  Master  of  Machinery.  An  additional  story  has 
been  added  to  general  office  building  in  Raleigh,  giving  six  addi- 
tional rooms.  The  building  is  much  improved  in  appearance, 
and  it  gives  room  which  was  much  needed.  A  room  has  been 
added  to  Johnson  Street  passenger  station.

As  we  have  so  many  coal-burning  engines,  it  cannot  be  long 
before  we  will  do  away  with   wood  altogether. 

We  have  suffered  much  at  Raleigh  for  want  of  room  to  handle 
freight  trains,  and  it  was  likely  to  be  much  worse  as  our  through 
business  increased.  We  have  commenced  grading  for  a  yard 
near  the  North  Carolina  Car  Company's  works,  which,  while  it 
is  some  distance  from  the  shops,  will  give  the  much  needed 
room  to  make  up  trains,  which,  since  the  use  of  consolidation 
engiues,  have  become  very  long. 

MACHINERY. 

The  work  in  this  department  is  increasing  very  rapidly,  by 
reason  of  the    large  number  of  engines  and  cars.     There  have 
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been  overhauled  and  repaired  eighteen  engines.  There  have 
been  eight  wood-burning  locomotives  changed  to  coal-burners. 
We  have  under  construction  an  engine,  which  is  worked  on  as 
the  men  can  be  spared. 

We  purchased  a  ten-wheel  engine  built  by  the  Baldwin  Loco- 
motive Works.     We  have  made  in  the  shops  542  axles. 

We  have  repaired  in  the  car  shops  an  unusual  number  of  for- 
eign cars  that  were  damaged  on  our  line.  There  have  been  con- 
structed six  caboose  cars  ;  35  flat  cars  of  50,000  pounds  capacity ; 
have  also  undergoing  thorough  rebuilding  a  coach;  have  built 
two  50,000-pound  box  cars,  and  made  extensive  repairs  on  Car 
"  B." 

We  met  with  a  serious  loss  in  the  destruction  of  the  new 
engine-house  in  Raleigh  on  the  morning  of  the  28th  of  Decem- 
ber. Fire  was  discovered  in  the  building  in  the  wood  on  a 
tender ;  the  house  was  full  of  engines  and  the  tenders  full  of 
wood  ;  the  fire  spread  so  rapidly  that  nothing  could  be  done  to 
save  it.  There  was  soon  nothing  left  standing  but  the  walls. 
There  were  in  this  house  17  engines ;  12  belonging  to  this  Com- 
pany, 4  to  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  Equipment  Association,  and 
1  to  the  Egypt  Railway  Company.  Fortunately  the  boilers  and 
tenders  were  full  of  water,  so  that  the  damage  was  much  less 
than  was  at  first  supposed.  The  building  was  supposed  to  be 
entirely  fire-proof,  and  was  not  insured.  By  the  15th  of  March 
all  of  the  engines  were  in  service  and  the  repairs  to  the  building 
were  pushed,  and  in  a  few  weeks  the  building  was  entirely 
repaired.

It 
would  seem  impossible,  from  the  evidence,  that  the  road  should 
lose  the  case.
